Eight companies of soldiers, who

“What We are Fighting for.” In 
the course of this sermon he said: 


“The epirit of democracy has been 
unleashed. Men are dying for it! 
in France and Italy: men are fight- 
ing for it In Russia. Tt is true they 
scarcely know which way to turn 
to achieve it, but it is the spirit of 
democracy that is producing this 
great international upheaval. 

“There can be no doubt as to the 
ultimate outcome of this struggle. 
Whetiier the nations shall make 
some agreement as to the division 
of territory, or cessation of hostil- 
ities, we all know that democracy 
is going to win, and autocracy is go- 
ing to lose out. The world has out- 
grown officialism and the idea of 
divine right of kings and has sub- 
stituted for the old cry, “Long live 
the King.” a new cry, “Long live 
the people.” It is forever imposri- 
ble to put the new wine of twen- 
tleth-century democracy in the old 
bottle of seventeenth-century autoc- 


racy.
